“I was tired o f hav ing p eo p le 
say 'Oh, y o u fly a p riv ate 
airp lane’ while they co nju re u p 
v isio ns o f a Pip er Cu b that can 
ju st barely lu mber aro u nd an 
airp o rt,” said Gro ss, who d e 
scribes himself as “strictly a 
p riv ate Su nd ay p ilo t."

T he second, w ith th e 
ev en m ore epic title of

B u t he also tu rned u p on H e bert's 
cong ressional pay roll du ring th e p re pa ra ­ 
tion of th e tw o book s. 
He w as paid by th e ta x pa y ers for fiv e 
m onth s in 19 68 and sev en m onth s in 19 70 
a t an a nnu al scale th a t bou nced from 
$2,28 0 to $6,337 w ith a $1,000 bonu s. 
A g ain th is y ear, he a ppea re d on th e 
pu blic pay roll briefly as a “ w rite r" at th e 
m onth ly ra te of $1,000. 
T h e first book , according to L ibrary of 
C ong ress records, was “ e dite d and e v al­ 
u a te d by V irg inia R 
B u rg u iere* ." H er 
nam e is also listed on H e be rt’s g ov em - 
nent pay roll. H er salary w as boosted from 
$5,38 0 to m ore th an $19 ,000 in Ju ne , 19 69 , 
at a bou t th e tim e she beg an her editing 
and ev alu ating .

For some stu dents in the Col­ 
lege 
at

that they will be the objects 
of su ch criticism. 
That wou ld be the case 
with stu dents taking English 
com position cou rses from 
A lfre d 
M a rk s , 
R obe rt 
Thomton. 
or Stu art 
Deg- 
gmger, all fu ll professors. 
Thomton is a former de­ 
partm ent chairman and au ­ 
thor of many books and 
articles on 18 th centu ry Eng­ 
lish 
literatu re. 
Marks has 
pu blished widely on Ameri­ 
can and Japanese literatu re 
and was for a nu mber of y ears 
editor of the periodical “Lit­ 
eratu re East and West." 
They hav e chosen to re­ 
place the schedu led thrice- 
weekly 50 minu te class ses­ 
sions with indiv idu al 
half 
hou r conferences with each 
stu dent. For Marks, for ex ­ 


ample. this means 20 su ch 
meetings, on top of the load 
created by the other three 
cou rses 
he’s teaching this 
semester. 
Bu t both he and Thornton 
think the ex tra time and ef­ 
fort are worth it. Thornton, 
who has his stu dents keep a 
log of their mistakes in spell­ 
ing. v ocabu lary , u sage, and 
constru ction, requ ires them 
to note in the log when they 
re pe a t a m ista k e m ade 
earlier. 
“The stu dent is then work­ 
ing 
on 
his own 
problem 
areas,” he pointed ou t, “not 
on those that a tex tbook has 
listed." 
The 
problems 
with 
the 
traditional method of grading 
and writing comments on a 
stu dent’s paper, then retu rn­ 
ing it to him. inv olv e com­ 
mu nications. 
“ How 
well," 
Marks asks, “has the instru c­ 
tor informed the stu dent of 
his writing deficiencies, and 
how well has the stu dent 
comprehended what the in­ 
stru ctor has written0” 


Indiv idu al instru ction at­ 
tempts to solv e these prob­ 
lems by the moat direct m eth­ 
od. The paper is graded in the 
presence of the stu dent and 
its merits or deficiencies are 
ex plained to him. If a com­ 
ment is written, it is done so 
in the stu dent’a presence ex ­ 
pressing ideas the stu dent has 
already been made aware of. 
“This is time-consu ming." 
Marks admits, “ bu t ev ery ex ­ 
tra minu te is well spent. Ev e­ 
ry word spoken by the in­ 
s tru c to r can be applied 
directly to the stu dent’s own 
work. When necessary , we 
can take a stu dent's earlier 
papers from the file and com­ 
pare them with the work at 
hand." 
There is a not-so-su btle 
pressu re on the stu dent to be 
better prepared for “class" 
than u nder the traditional 
method. The chances of one’s 
lax ity being discov eed are rel­ 
ativ ely slim in a class of 30; 
there is no one else to occu py 
the instru ctor’s time when 
the session is dev oted to one 


stu dent. 
“Thirty minu tes a week of 
intense concentration on his 
work." Marks pointed ou t, “ is 
a good trade-off for the stu ­ 
dent who might tend to day ­ 
dream in a class, or who 
might not comprehend all 
that is being tau ght. With 
indiv idu al 
instru ction, 
we 
can make certain the stu dent 
u nd e rsta nd s a pa rticu lar 
point before we mov e on to 
another. Also, we can giv e 
specific writing assignments 
to each stu dent which take 
into accou nt the lev el of profi­ 
ciency the s tu d e n t has 
reached. This cannot be done 
when the same assignment is 
giv en to ev ery one in a large 
class." 


T he tu to ria l s tu d e n t, 
Thornton noted, writes more 
than dou ble the nu mber of 
compositions 
per 
semester 
that 
is 
requ ired 
of 
the 
classroom stu dent. Thu s, the 
stu dent not only gets more 
instru ction, 
he 
gets 
more 
writing ex perience.

The late Charles Rev son with famou s m

NEW YORK — Andrew Tobias, Harv ard Bu sineas School 
class of 197 2, is a 29 -y ear-old bachelor and an “u patart" 
and "hotshot" to many of his colleagu es on New York 
magazine. He is talking abou t Charles Rev son, fou nder of 
the $5 billion Rev lon empire, an u nedu cated man whose 
father, a Ru ssian-bom Jew, was a cigar roller in a 
Manchester, N.H. factory : 
“He was afraid of me,” Tobias say s of the late eccentric 
cosmetic ty coon whom detractors hav e labeled The Ugly 
American Bu sinessman. "Actu ally he was a geniu s. Bu t he 
was terribly inarticu late. When pressed, he ex pressed 
himself tritely ." 
Tobias asked Rev son’s permission to interv iew the second 
Mrs. Rev son, Johanna de Knecht, mother of Rev son’s two 
sons, John and Charles Rev son Jr. Rev son claimed con­ 
sistently he "cou ldn't remember" the name of his first wife, 
predicted that the interv iew with his second wife wou ld 
progress amiably u ntil the qu estion came u p as to who was 
to blame for the demise of the marriage. 
“Things will go fine u ntil y ou ask her who hit Annie in 
the fanny with a flou nder,” growled Rev son. 
“ He simply cou ldn’t find the right words to ex press 
himself," say s Tobias — who doesn't hav e that problem. 
Tobias has written “Fire and Ice," (Wm. Morrow, N.Y.) 
a powerfu l, readable biography of the marketinq wizard 
who was bom in Somerv ille, Mass. on Oct. 11, 19 06 and 
who died Au g. 24, 197 5. 
It is the story of a man who bu llied hia employ ees and 
left his three ex -wiv es a $100 million estate and a floating 
castle called "The Ultima II" — a spectacu lar air-condi- 
tioned y acht a shade smaller than Onaaais's Christina 
Ty pical flashes from the book ("Fire and Ice" is the 
phrase Rev son created to describe the ty pical female who 
assu med an icy ex terior to disgu ise inner fire): 
Rev son’s Park Av enu e triplex apartment was recently 
bou ght by Princess Pahlsv i, the Shah of Iran’s twin sister, 
for a mere $1.4 million, althou gh Rev son, who died of 
cancer, had spent $3 million renov ating it. "A bargain,” 
say s Tobias. 
“Rev son ditched his third wife, Ly n, now the constant 
companion of Lee Gu ber, Barbara W alter’s ex -hu sband, 
three day s after giv ing her $30,000 in a tin can for their 10th 
anniv ersary . 


He walked ou t and had his lawy ers telephone Ly n with 
the news that a div orce was in the making. “Bu t she had 
the last word,” say s Tobias abou t Ly n. “She wore ev ery ­ 
thing he hated to his fu neral.” 


Tobias say s Rev son’s ex ecu tiv e tu rnov er was tremendou s 
becau se Rev lon ex ecu tiv es didn’t know what the hell the 
boss wanted. 


"Besides,” adds Tobias, “Rtv son had a fou l m ou th.” 
The av erage Rev lon ex ecu tiv e reportedly lasted an av er­ 
age of sev en months. In one y ear alone, a pu rchasing agent 
post was filled six times. 


“When Rev son was in grade school," say s Tobias, “ he was 
nicknamed ‘Chick’ — an abbrev iation for chicken. He was 
small — a pee-wee really . W hat he lacked in size he made 
u p for with his tongu e. When he was 16, he took a body 
bu ilding Charles Atlas cou rse. It didn’t help mu ch. So hiB 
tongu e became his whip — a whip he u sed at staff 
meetings."

The com m ittee, headed by Rep. B.F. 
Sisk, D -Calif., conv ened to approv e a 
final rejmrt containing a series of recom ­ 
m endations based on intensiv e hearings 
inv olv ing pro baseball, football, basket­ 
ball and hockey . Foremost among them 
was a declaration that the antitru st 
im m u nity enjoy ed by baseball since a 
Su prem e Cou rt decision 54 y ears ago is 
u nju stified. 
Prior to the v oting, only one of the 13 
com m ittee mem bers. Rep Ronald M. 
M ottl, D-Ohio, was openly opposed to 
ending the u niqu e ex em ption 
M ottl, 
u nable to attend today 's session, wrote 
Sisk that he is against changing the 
legal sta tu s qu o on grou nds that the 
av erage baseball fan pay s less to attend 
games th an for the other three non­ 
ex empt team sports. 
He said the av erage ticket price for a 
baseball ticket in 19 7 6 was $3.45. com ­ 
pared to $8 .8 9 for pro football, $7 .7 1 for 
hockey and $6 .12 for basketball. 
The special com m ittee has no legisla­ 
tiv e au thority , bu t a near-u nanim ou s 
v ote alway s carries weight with a new 
Congress, particu larly since Sisk is a 
m em ber of the influ ential Hou se Ru les 
C om m ittee. In addition, the m em bers 
agreed to propose a continu ing sports 
com m ittee to ride hard on its recom ­ 
m endations and condu ct fu rther in­ 
v estigations. 
It was u nderstood the new Hou se 
leadership is in fav or of keeping a sports 
inv estigating com m ittee aliv e at least 
for another two y ears. 
Baseball still has some breathing 
room on its antitru st statu s. The Sisk 
com m ittee su ggested the new panel look 
into the ov erall antitru st aspects of all 
pro sports du ring the com ing session. 
Any actu al legislation wou ld hav e to 
come ou t of the Hou se .Ju diciary Com ­ 
m ittee following hearings, then be a p­ 
prov ed by the Hou se itself and go to the 
Senate for fu rther com m ittee hearings 
and floor consideration. 
N ev ertheless, the decision of the spe­ 
cial panel m arked the first tim e since 
the Su prem e Cou rt ru ling of 19 22 that 
baseball was more of a sport than a 
bu siness th at a congressional com m it­ 
tee has v oted specifically to end the 
ex em ption.

Du ring the hearings, a m ajority of the 
com m ittee m em bers, inclu ding Sisk, 
i n d i c a t e d

tem binding a play er to a clu b u nless he 
was traded or sold. 
T he im m u nity also helped the sport 
to m aintain territorial rights of the 
ex isting team s, to block new franchises 
and to set u p lu crativ e network con­ 
tracts for the World Series, the A llStar 
gam e and regu lar season gam e-of-the- 
week telev ision broadcasts. 
O ther recom m endations in the final 
report:

T u rner, the adv ertising m illionaire 
who took ov er the lacklu ster N ational 
leag u e franchise last y ear and pledged 
to it a winner, thou ght it ov er a bit in 
an interv iew Su nday night and added, 
"I had my heart set on being ex ecu tiv e 
of the y ear." 
He was su spended, and the Brav es 
lost 
a first-rou nd draft tu rn, when 
baseball Com m issioner Bowie K u hn ac­ 
cu sed him of v iolating regu lations of the 
free agent re-entry draft last Nov em ber 
in recru iting ou tfielder Gary M atthew s, 
then of the San Francisco G iants. 
T h e ‘‘ta m pe ring ’' alle g a tion a p­ 
parently resu lted from a cocktail party 
T u rner held to introdu ce M atthew s to 
240 prom inent A tlantans and a rem ark 
he m ade to Bob Lu rie, the G iants 
president, at the World Series. A team 
spokesm an denied that T u rner dis­ 
cu ssed money with M atthew s prior to 
the free agent draft. 
T u rner was also accu sed of telling 
Lu rie, "I don't care how m u ch y ou pay 
M atthew s, I’ll pay him m ore." 
He said he will continu e contacting 
prospectiv e 
play ers, 
becau se 
K u hn 


"can’t take my First Am endm ent rights 
away from me. 
"M y friend, the President of the U nit­ 
ed S tates, Jim m y C arter, is the only 
m an I know who is a bigger cheese than 
Bowie K u hn.” he said. 
T u rner, who occu pies a box seat near 
the Brav es du gou t and v isibly cheers for 
his team , said he may hav e to stay home 
from gam es du ring his season's su s­ 
pension, bu t can keep an ey e on the clu h 
on the road becau se "th e commissioner 
hasn’t said he's going to take my tele­ 
v ision away from m e.” M any road 
gam es are broadcast on a Tu rner-owned 
station. 
T u rner said M atthew s is u nhappy 
with the su spension, bu t still plans to 
come to A tlanta. 
T u rner said he still plans to bu y the 
A tlanta Hawks basketball team . 
"Losing a draft choice is a heav y 
penalty right there becau se we wou ld 
hav e drafted in third place," Tu rner 
said. 
M atthew s, an ou tfielder who play ed 
ou t his option last y ear with the San 
Francisco G iants, was signed Nov . 4 by 
the Brav es for a reported $1.7 5 million 
for fiv e y ears. 
An official in K u hn's office said free 
agent draft directiv es prohibit clu b of­ 
ficials from discu ssing salary before the 
end of the regu lar season. Clu bs are, 
howev er, perm itted to approach free 
agents abou t possible em ploy m ent and 
their choice of location. 
Before the draft, K u hn had fined the 
B rav es $10,000 for a lle g e d ly a p­

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Chinese Army Ta k es Co ntro l o f Key Ra ilro a d Junctio n Op era tio ns 


HONG KO N G GTI) — The Chinese army has taken over 
railway operations in one of the country’s key rail junctions, 
according to a provincial radio report monitored here 
Kuo Wei-cheng. a deputy commander of the army's 
railway corps for more than 20 years, has been put in charge 
of the Chengchow Kailwav Bureau, the Honan Radio 
broadcast said Sunday 
Two other new leaders, including a high-ranking officer 
of the army engineering corps, also were appointed to the 
bureau and Peking authorities sent troops to help "in 
accordance with requirements," the broadcast said 
The report on the railway situation came at almost the 
same time as a statement hy one of China's top leaders that 
an "excellent-’ situation of "united struggle" prevailed 
throughout the country. 
Vice Premier Li Hsien-nien, speaking at a banquet in 
Peking's Great Hall of the People Sunday night, also said 
those who had hoped for violent disturbances following the 
death of Mao Tse-tung have been disappointed 
The provincial broadcast gave no details of the troubles 


in the Chengchow Railway Bureau nor was it specific about 
how long they have been going on. 
It said the central authorities "had sent some help" some 
time ago "in accordance with requirements." 
The new leaders were introduced at a mass rally held in 
Chengchow Dec. .10, the broadcast said. 
A provincial party leader, speaking at the rally, said the 
situation was developing "but the speed of advance does 
not keep pace with the rapid development of the situation." 
This, he said, was why Communist party Chairman Hua 
Kuo-feng and other party leaders "decided to strengthen 
the leadership of the Chengchow Railway Bureau" and send 
in troops of the army’s railway corps. 


I he broadcast said it was necessary to "expose and 
criticize the crimes of the ‘Gang of Four’" and eliminate 
their poisonous influence in the bureau. 
Chengchow, capital of the central China province, is the 
rail junction for the mam northsouth line between Peking 
and Wuhan and Canton and the east west line betweei. 


Shanghai and S o o c h o w and Lanchow and other support 
areas for China’s nuclear and missile testing facilities in the 
nort hwcst. 
Chengchow has been one of several important rail centers 
plagued by strikes, slowdowns and other disturbances for 
the past few years, 
Other Chinese radio broadcasts Sunday reported on 
disturbances caused by the "Gang of Four" — Mao’s 
widow, Chiang Ching, and her three associates, Chang 
Chunchiao. Wang Hung wen and Yao Wen-yuan. 
Most of the reports gave no time element. But the 
wording clearly indicated that most of the incidents had 
occurred months — even years — ago. 
A provincial radio broadcast from Anhwei said the four 
had instigated the use of "force" to "sabotage" relations 
between soldiers and civilians in some areas. 
Another rejxirt over Kwangsi Radio said the four had 
disrupted coal production by encouraging their "sworn 
followers” in the southern province to engage in “ smashing. 


looting and beating." 
Shanghai Radio told of problems caused in railway 
operations by the gang’s "vicious storm’ of (actional 
fighting.

Despite these reports, and scores of others being iroad 
cast or published daily, Li said, "an excellent revolutionary 
scene of united struggle now prevails throughout ( htna, 
from east to west, from north to south and from town to 
countryside." 


Calling 1976 "a most extraordinary year,’ which saw the 
death of the three ranking leaders and the purge of the 
“ Gang of Four” . Li said 1977 was “ a most promising year 
"Reactionary forces at home and abroad had pinned their 
hopes on the occurrence of violent disturbance in < him 
after Chairman Mao’s death and even dreamed of the 
emergence of a certain force that would alter the revolu 
tionary line and orientation that Chairman Mao had 
defined for us," Li said. "Now, facts have completely 
exploded their hopes and dream."

Although New Yorkers had 
to contend with periods of 
snow and a new traffic law, 
deaths on the state’s high­ 
ways ran well below the level 
for last year’s New Year’s 
holiday.

Ford’s surprise announcement 
New Year’s Eve that he will 
ask Congress to pass a law 
making Puerto Rico the 51st 
state. 
Ford’s proposal wes con­ 
sidered a potential embarrass­

for Romero Barcelo, 
since he had always main­ 


tained that 
Puerto Ricans 
themselves should take the in 
itiative for statehood and not 
have it imposed from Wash­ 
ington. 
In remarks to UPI following 
his inauguration, Romero Bar­ 
celo refused to comment on 
Ford’s action, saying only that 
it “ shows it is not true what 
the independence people have 
been saying — that the United 
States would not admit Puerto 
Rico as a state even if Puerto 
Rico asked for it." 
Pressed for his own plans to 
bring about statehood, 
Romero Barcelo replied, "This 
must be taken to a plebiscite." 
But he refused to say when. 
His inaugural address dealt 
chiefly with poverty and eco­ 
nomic problems, which he 
called “ our most profound pre 
occupation." 
At the swearing-in ceremo­ 


nies, Jimmy Carter’s personal 
representative, Miami Mayor 
Maurice Ferre, read a message 
in which the president-elect 
said, “ I fully support your 
right 
to self-determination, 
whatever your choice may be." 
Carter also urged Puerto 
Ricans to "continue to enjoy 
your own cultural identity and 
history." 
Romero Barcelo won election 
on Nov. 2 with about 48 per 
cent of the vote, defeating the 
incumbent, Rafael Hernandez 
Colon. Two independence can­ 
didates polled only a fraction 
of the votes. 
Puerto Rico's constitution 
requires a plebiscite among 
the island's 3 million residents 
to change the commonwealth 
status.

95th Co ng ress to Co nv ene, 


Ho ping fo r Ca rter Ha rmo ny 


W A SH IN G TO N (U PI) 
The 95th Congress, which con­ 
venes Tuesday, anticipates at 
least a period of peaceful coex­ 
istence with President-elect 
Jimmy Carter after eight years 
of war by veto with the Nixon- 
Ford Republican adminis­ 
trations. 
But the long-term outlook 
will be shaped largely by the 
state of the economy and 
Carter’s commitment to bal­ 
ance the budget by the end of 
his first term, which will have 
a major effect on programs 
many of the Democrats —• 
including Carter — would like 
to see enacted. 
At 2 p.m. EST Tuesday, the 
lawmakers convene with tradi­ 
tional pomp as all 435 House 
members and 33 new and reel­ 
ected senators take their oaths 
of office — the galleries of the 
two chambers jammed with 
visitors. 
Democrats will choose Sen. 
Robert Byrd of West Virginia 
or Sen. Hubert Humphrey of 
Minnesota as their new leader 
to succeed Sen. Mike Mans­ 
field of Montana, who retired. 
At 
the same time, 
Re­ 
publicans will pick a successor 
to Sen. Hugh Scott of Pennsyl­ 
vania, also retiring, as GOP 
leader. Sen. Robert Griffin of 
Michigan is a prohibitive fa­ 
vorite although he may be 
challenged by Sen. Howard 


Baker of Tennessee. 
The House picked its new 
leaders in December — Jim 
Wright of Texas for the Demo­ 
crats and John Rhodes of Ari­ 
zona for the Republicans 
Rep. Thomas P. O’Neill, 
hand-picked by the Demo­ 
crats, will be elected speaker 
on a party-line vote shortly 
after the House meets, com­ 
pleting the massive shakeup in 
the congressional leadership. 
Congress is expected to do 
little before Carter is in­ 
augurated Jan. 20, but could 
break with tradition this year 
to begin work before then on a 
package to stimulate the econ­ 
omy. 
Carter plans to meet with 
congressional leaders soon to 
outline his plans for the econo­ 
my, and although he cannot 
formally 
submit 
legislation 
until he becomes president, 
there is nothing to prevent 
Congress from beginning hear­ 
ings, 
Two long-sought goals —■ na­ 
tional health insurance and 
major welfare reform — stand 
little chance because of the 
lack of funds. 
But some other programs, 
b itte rly fought by R e ­ 
publicans, stand a a good 
chance with Carter in the 
White House. 
They include federal stan 


dards on strip mining of coal, 
creation of a Consumer Protec­ 
tion Agency, and tough new 
restrictions on lobbying, finan­ 
cial disclosure and reforms 
stemming from Watergate. 
Housing programs, help for 
urban areas, a possible in­ 
crease in minimum wages, 
picketing of contractors at 
construction 
sites, 
postcard 
voter registration, and possi­ 
bly an increase in price sup­ 
ports for some crops could 
pass. 
Carter and Congress must 
act rapidly in two areas — 
Carter has a Feb. 1 deadline on 
deciding whether to go into 
production on the con­ 
troversial B-l bomber, and 
Congress is expected to act 
quickly on revisions in the 
Clean Air Act which died in 
controversy at the end of the 
94th Congress. 
Inevitably, the 95th Con­ 
gress will have its share ot 
investigations. 
Already under way or slated 
are investigations into the as­ 
sassinations of John F. Ken­ 
nedy and Martin Luther King 
and into the payoffs to con­ 
gressmen by South Korea. 
And — stung by last year’s 
sex and money scandals — the 
House may write a tough code 
of ethics for its members and 
begin cracking down on errant 
legislators.

MIAMI(UPI) - Union ne­ 
gotiators for striking hotel em­ 
ployes say individual agree­ 
ments could be signed today 
with some of the eight hotels 
hit by holiday walkouts, but 
settlement

hinge on guaranteed tips for 
maids. 
Five hotels on Miami Beach 
and three on the mainland are 
still being picketed as south 
Florida’s peak winter tourist 
season draws near. 
Among 
those 
negotiating 
private contracts have been 
The Everglades in downtown 
Miami and The Montmarte on 
the beach, both owned by the 
Teamsters Union, and the 
Americana in Bal Harbour, 
the site of the annual winter 
conference of the AFL-CIO. 
But while making some indi­ 
vidual agreements with hotels, 
union negotiators said they 
may spread their strike to as 
many as 35 others if the im­ 
passe continues. 
"I would say that to call the 
present status a hardening of 
positions is a fair assessment,” 
said Edwin Dean, executive 
director of the South Florida 
Hotel and Motel Association. 
The union held secret meet­ 
ings Sunday with some hotels 
and a union spokesman said 
he hoped for more individual 
agreements with hotels today. 
So far 13 hotels have signed 
private — and undisclosed — 


agreements with the union. 
Dean said the issues of a pay 
increase and more benefits 
had been settled, leaving only 
the demand for a guaranteed 
tip for maids from tour groups 
and conventions. 


The union has lowered its 
initial $1.25 demand to 60 
cents a day, but Dean said 
giving in to any such charge 
could lead to a general service 
charge and dramatically in­ 
crease room rates ■— already 
nearly $100 a day — and drive 
guests away. 
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Nukes or No Nukes in Ulster? Hearings Will Decide

HUDSON - The future of nuclear 


power in Ulster County, perhaps in the 
Mid-Hudson Valley, is about to be 
determined by hearings which begin 
Tuesday on a proposal to build a 
nuclear plant on the county's per- 
iphery in Cementon. 


Depending on what happens with 


that proposal, Ulster County within a 
decade could have four nuclear gener- 
ators within its borders and another 
four a stone's throw away— or it could 
have none at all. 


A record number of intervenors op- 


posing nuclear power are expected to 
be on hand Tuesday at 1 p.m. at 
Columbia-Greene Community College 
in Hudson when the Cementon hear- 


ings begin. The opponents sense that 
these hearings could be different from 
the several hundred previous ones 
where the utilities won. 


The proponent of the Cementon 


plant, the N.Y. State Power Authority! 
is no newcomer to nuclear hearings 
either. NYSPA now owns two nuclear 
plants, one of them at Indian Point 
south of Newburgh, the closest nuclear 
facility to Ulster County right now. 


The other utility in the Mid-Hudson 


Valley nuclear picture is Consolidated 
Edison, which built the first two Indi- 
an Point plants and which is studying 
both Lloyd and Red Hook as sites for 
four more nuclear plants in the 1980's. 


Con Edison will be watching the 


Cementon hearings closely because the 
outcome of NYSPA's proposal will be 


a likely test pattern for those utilities 
which follow with Mid-Hudson Valley 
designs. . 


An unusual aspect of both NYSPA's 


and Con Edison's plans is that the 
Mid-Hudsonnuclear facilities would 
generate power for metropolitan use. 
In Con Edison's case, opponents have 
been quick to point out, Lloyd and Red 
Hook are the most distant sites the 
metropolitan utility has sought for its 
own needs 


There are other unusual wrinkles to 


the Cementon hearings. 


For the first time in New York State 


and only the second time nationally, 
the Cementon hearings will be a joint 
federal-state venture at which testi- 
mony will be heard simultaneously by 
the federal Nuclear Regulatory Com- 


mission and the state Public Service 
Department's Board on Electric Gen- 
eration Siting and the Environment 


While nuclear opponents supported 


joint hearings and NYSPA opposed 
them, Ihe only preliminary prediction 
that can be made is that the hearings 


will be quicker than usual— "only a 
matter of a few months, we hope," a 
Public Service Commission spokes- 
man said. 


Whether brevity oi the initial hear- 


ings will be an advantage to the oppo- 
nents remains to be seen. In any case, 
the NRC holds its own lengthy hear- 
ings subsequently, if the plan passes 
the initial stage. 


Opponents seem optimistic that it 


won't, but they have pinned great 
hope on the prospett that the state 


siting board will be sympathetic to 
their cause, at least more sympathetic 
than the "strangers" from the NRC 
have been in the past. 


According to H. Lee Davis of 


Catskill, whose Citizens to Preserve 
the Hudson Valley will lead the dozens 
of opponents groups at the hearings, at 
least three of the five siting board 
members can be counted 'as sympa- 
thetic. 


One is Catskill attorney Gerald H. 


Liepshutz, named recently as the ad 
hoc siting board member Irom the 
judicial district in which the plant 
would be located. 


Two others whom Davis sees as allies

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Employment Up from 1975, Randall Optomistic 
Ulster Jobless Rate 
Levels Off at 9.3%

KINGSTON — The unemployment 


rate in Ulster County held its own last 
month — levelling off at 9 3 per cent, the 
same as the October figure 


But while the number of persons 


without jobs in November remained at 
6,100, the total persons employed rose by 
100, from 59,500 in October to 59,600. 


In November of 1975, the 
county's 


jobless rate was 10.6 per cent, which 
menus that 1,000 more persons had jobs 
in 1976 than in the previous year 


Manpower Administrator Robert C. 


Randall said this morning that the stabi- 
lizing figures "mean a plus, not a minus 
lor business in the county, 


"What I see it indicating is that local 


businesses are holding their own and I'm 
looking forv.ard to a slight decrease in the 
unemployment rate in December." 


Local employment in wholesale and 


retail sales hit its highest point since 1970 
according to Department of Labor analyst 
Matthew Garabedian. 


State figures indicate that restaurants 


and other retail establishments employed 
9,700 persons during November — the 
highest ever in that category. 


"Although this is definitely a seasonal 


trend and occurs every year, I think it's 
safe to say that the news is definitly not 
all bad for Ulster County. It does show 
some overall improvement m the job 
market," he said. 


Even with its slight increase in em- 


ployed persons, the county has bucked a 
state trend which has seen year to year 
decreases in the number of persons work- 
ing. 


The state-wide jobless rate for the 


month was up one-tenth of a per cent, to 


8.5 and Labor Commissioner Phillip Ross 
warned that "the recession is far from 
over in New York." 


Ross stated that the slight increase in 


the overall employment picture indicated 
that the "state's economy continues to 
stagnate with high joblessness and year to 
year employment losses." 


"Nearly 57,000 fewer state residents 


had jobs in November than a year ago,,' 
he said. "While the 93,500 decline in 
official employment over the year is large- 
ly the result of dropping -out from the 
labor force."

Virginia accountant who 
claims the world speed record 
for light aircraft says he made 
his coast-to-coast flight as a 
"personal challenge" to prove 
that modern light planes are 
sophisticated machines 


Malvern J. Gross Jr, 43, of 


suburban McLean, flew his 
Cessna Turbo 210 from San 
Francisco to Washington Sat- 
urday in an elapsed time of 11 
hours and nine minutes, in- 
cluding one 14-mmute stop tor 
fuel, at an,average speed of 
218.75 m.p.h 


"I was tired of having people 


say 'Oh, you fly a private 
airplane' while they conjure up 
visions of a Piper Cub that can 
just barely lumber around an 
airport," said Gross, who de- 
scribes himself as "strictly a 
private Sunday pilot." 


"I wanted to demonstrate 


graphically that modern 
planes are very sophisticated," 
he said. "It was a personal 
challenge to show somebody 
can go coast-to-coast in one 
day in a general purpose 
plane " 


The single engine Cessna 


has a "turbo charger" that 
compresses outside air which 
is mixed with the fuel and 
allows the plane to fly at 
25,000 feet where the air is too 
thin for other light planes 


That enabled him to take a 


direct path over the Rocky 
Mountains, fly above storms 
and take advantage of stronger 
westerly winds at high 
altitutes, all of which speeded 
the journey. 


The speed recotd that Gross 


claims is for aircraft weighing 
less then 3,838 pounds It must 
be certified by Federation

Flying along the jet paths 


required special preparations. 
Gross and his 12-year-old son, 
Randy, who accompanied him 
on the flight, used oxygen 
masks during the entire jour- 
ney because the six-seat 
Cessna is not pressurized.

tanks added to the wing tips so 
only one refueling stop would 
be needed That stop was in 
Salina, Kan , about 250 miles 
beyond his intended destina- 
tion of Goodland, Kan., where 
a snowstorm could have 
caused too much delay in get- 
ting airborne again. 


"The FAA (Federal Aviation 


Administration) control tower 
people alerted Salina, so when 
we landed they were all set up 
for it," he said "They did 
everything perfectly."

A felony manslaughter conviction 


carries a maximum prison sentence of 
two years and a $5,000 fine. 


Miss Longet, accompanied by her 


former husband, singer Andy Wil- 
liams, appeared in the Victorian-style 
Pitkin County Courthouse once before 
when she pleaded innocent Williams 


has been subpoenaed to testify for the 
prosecution. 


Chief 
defense 
attorney Charles 


Weedman, the son-in-law of formtr 
California Gov Goodwin Knight, once 
defended a member of the Charles 
Manson clan on murder charges. 


Court officials drew the name* of 300 


potential jurors, the largest ever in the 
county. Officials said the proapective 
jurors would be called in batches of 75 
and questioned one at a time. 


The case, which court officials said 


was one of the most publicixed in 
Colorado history, repeatedly waa de- 
layed by pretrial argument*.

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Both Sides Are Optimistic After Hearing Mayor's 1977 Message

KINGSTON- The leaders of the Kingston Common . 


Council say they are encouraged and optimistic about the 
city's ability to carry out many of the programs the mayor 
has proposed for 1977, but neither man would offer specific 
comment when questioned about the mayor's $8.9 million 
budget proposal. 
. 


"If we can carry out just two-thirds of the programs the 


mayor wants to get underway this year, and I'm sure we 
can, then we'll be in good shape," said Majority Leader 
Peter Mancuso. D-Ward 12. "I have to say that the projects 
would all be pluses for the city." 


A similar reaction came from Minority Leader Titus 


Simms, R-Ward 13, but Simms also said that some of the 
mayor's community development projects are projects that 
should have already gotten underway. 


"We're at least a year behind on some of these projects," 


said Simms, adding that neither Mayor Frank Koenig nor 
Commvunity Development Director Ralph Marallo is to 
.blame. 


"There's a lot of red tape and other obstacles involved 


. when you're dealing with the federal government and you 
have to keep that in mind," Simms said. 


In his annual message to the Common Council on 


Saturday, Koenig outlined a number of construction anH 


rehabilitation projects, including the long-awaited uptown 
fire station, which both Mancuso and Simms expressed 
particular interest in. The $350,000, three-bay station on 
Frog Alley, is being constructed with New York State Urban 
Renewal funds and money from the city's community 
development grant. 


On the question of the budget, which will presented to 


the council Tuesday night, the two aldermen noted that 
they would be caucussing with their respective parties 
tonight. 


"I still haven't had a chance to question several items in 


that budget which are of interest to me," said Mancuso, 
adding that he is one of several aldermen who would like 


to see the city's insurance cost* put out to bid. 


"1 wouldn't want to cut the city short on iU insurance 


practices, but if we can save a few bucks, now's the time 
to do it," he said. 


Mancuso also said that he has some questions concerning 


labor contracts which the city negotiated in the past year. 


Simms said the Republicans haven't yet taken a position 


on the budget or the fact that the city has laid off four 
firemen as a cost-cutting measure, 


"We are studying the budget right now," said the 


alderman, "and we're going to take a good hard look at this 
proposed tax increase (eight percent). We're in a real tough 
situation in the city." 


Development Hopes Pinned on It 
China Announces New Oil Field 


HONG KONG (UPI) — China, which 


is counting on oil exports to help finance 
key development projects, announced to- 
day that "a new high-yielding oil field" 
went into production in 1976 at an un- 
disclosed site in north China. 


Japanese reports last month said a new 


oil field was being developed in Liaoning 
province, about 125 miles northeast of 
Peking." 


Those reports in the Japanese financial 


newspaper Ninon Keizai said the new 
field extends for about 62 miles along the 
north side of the Pohai Gulf, between the 
cities of Yingkou on the east 
and 


Chinchou on the west. 


The NCNA report on the new field was 


made in a dispatch on new economic 
development projects completed during 


the past year. 


"Another batch of high-yielding oil and 


gas wells were drilled in 1976," NCNA 
said. "A new high-yielding oil field was in 
the main completed in north China 
within a year's time." 


A separate NCNA dispatch today said 


the Shengli oil field in Shantung Prov- 
ince, one of the nation's largest, had 
"over-fulfilled its 1976 state quotas for 
crude oil and other major products." 


Previous reports indicated that produc- 


tion also was up at the country's largest 
oil field, Taching, and another major new 
field, Takang, which suffered some dam- 
age in an earthquake that hit northern 
China in late July. 
' Preliminary estimates put last year's 


production at just under 80 million tons. 


The Chinese began a major oil export 


program a few years ago. Export ex- 
pansion 
plans were disrupted by in- 


terference of the so-called "Gang of 
Four," according to official reports from 
Peking. 


Only about 10 per cent of total produc- 


tion is being exported now. But Chinese 
officials have indicated to foreign busi- 
nessmen that this figure will go up con- 
siderably within the next few years. 


In addition to the new oil field in north 


China, NCNA said the "richest natural 
gas reserve in local history" was dis- 
covered during the year in Szechuan 
province, the largest gas-producing area 
in the countrv.

before his inauguration, Carter 
was preparing an economic 
package, including a tax cut 
and a job creating public 
works program, to be an- 
nounced after a meeting with 
his economic advisers and con- 
gressional leaders here. 


With Bell heading for Wash-

to interview 


potential top-level assistants, 
and possibly a new FBI chief, 
at the Justice Department, the 
president-elect lined up some 
vocal black support in Bell's 
behalf. 


Carter invited three black 


clergymen, i n c l u d i n g a 
boyhood chum and two 
bishops, to his Bible class at 
the Plains Baptist Church 
Sunday, and they endorsed his 
selection of Bell whose ap- 
pointment did not sit well with 
some civil rights leaders. 


Those accompanying Carter 


were Bishop William R. 
Wilkes, chairman of the board 
of trustees of the Morris Brown 
College; Bishop H.I.'Bearden 
and Rev. William 1. Johnson,

odist Episcopal Review, and 
Mrs. Fannie Johnson Hill.

Ground Coal Holds Energy Key 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Re- 


searchers say a revolutionary method 
of grinding coal into fine, explosive 
powder free of most pollutants "can 
and should" be used to help tap 
America's most abundant energy re- 
source. 


Disputing earlier claims that the 


technique will not work, experts from 
Ohio State University said they can 
discover no violation of known physi- 
cal laws in the theory. 


Dr. Donald L. Glower, dean of Ohio 


State's engineering school, considers 
the process years ahead of existing 
technology, according to the Washing- 
ton inventor behind the theory, Dr. 
Stephen Krajcovicllok. 


In a letter accompanying the report 


from the researchers, Glower told Ilok: 
"The conclusion of their study is that 
this (coal grinding) mill can and 
should be built." 


Success, the researchers said, could 


provide a "dramatic contribution" to 
U.S. and world energy supplies. 


Ilok's idea is to pulverize coal into 


grains just four microns — or 16 one- 
thousands of an inch, finer than face 
powder — in diameter. At that size, 
ash and pyrite impurities, including 
sulfur, would be separated from the 
coal and could be removed easily. 
Nearly pure carbon would remain. 


At present coal can be reduced only 


to about 74 microns. But the smaller 
coal can be ground, the more explosive 
it becomes, and Ilok says getting coal 
down to fourmicron size would in- 
crease its potential to help America 
become energy self-sufficient. 


Among other things, he said in an 


interview, such fine coal powder could 
be mixed with oil or gasoline to in- 
crease the energy content of liquid 
fuels and stretch their supply. 


The study performed by Drs. Jack 


Collins and Dennis Guehther con- 
cluded there was nothing wrong with 
Ilok's key calculation that operating 
the grinder will require about 25 
kilowatt-hours of electricity per ton. 
Critics have said it would take 10 
times that 
much, 
a 
prohibitive 


amount. 
• 


Collins and Glower said, however, 


they could not evaluate such factors as 
grinder fatigue, wear and reliability or 
safety 
hazards such as explosion 


potential and noise because they 
lacked engineering drawings. 


The 'way to prove or disprove Ilok's 


process, they said, is to build and test 
a grinding mill that could handle one 
ton per hour. 


Ilok has talked to representatives of 


President-elect Jimmy Carter, who 
wants to increase U.S. reliance on coal, 
and hopes to get a $30 million federal 
grant to build a pilot plant.

silence. Normally about as pugilistic as a 
feather duster, the jay's guardian doesn't 
think this is a laughing matter. 


"Is that really ALL they have to do up 


there in Albany?" she asked. 


She said she first began caring for the 


bluejay, whose name is Chichi, when it 
was three weeks old. Officially described 
on its state license as "distressed," the 
bird could not and cannot fly. And, for 
almost four years, she's fed it, cleaned its 
cage daily, covered it nightly, and taken 
it on occasional visits to the veterinarian. 


In the beginning, she said, she often 


carried the bird along with her in a box 
whenever she had to be away from home 
because it had to be hand fed every half 
hour to stay alive. (Fellow members of 
Hadassah learned to accept Chichi along 
with Charlotte at meetings.) Trips to the 
vet followed when the bluejay's beak grew 
so long it had to be clipped to prevent 
self-inflicted backstabbing. ("We should 
have named her Pinocchio.") 


Knowing that a wild bird must be 


licensed, she originally contacted the 
Audubon Society about regulations and 
guidelines, and they directed her to the 
DEC. A conservation official subsequent- 
ly came to the house to see the bird and 
said he wasn't sure whethher she could 
keep it. But when Mrs. Strassberg told 
him she'd speak to her assemblyman 
about the matter, the official backed 
down. The license was granted before

Chichi learned how to perch. 


Mrs. Strassberg still has no objection to 


the required state license. At a cost ol 
only $1 annually, it's a nominal expense 
compared to what she's invested in bird 
food, cages and covers, vet bills, and time 
•nd effort over the years. 


But she thinks the government is carry- 


ing things too far by demanding a federal 
license as well. It's not just all the filling 
out of forms, and stamps and mailings 
and letters. It's...well., ridiculous. 


"I don't even know who to write to in 


Washington," she said. The state, she 
said, hadn't bothered to tell her how to 
obtain the top-level permit. 


Meanwhile, the beleaguered bluejay, 


•unaware of the new regulation, continued 
to peck away contentedly at her Christ- 
mas presents. Even at today's high gro- 
cery prices, she'd been showered with 
abundant gifts of raisins, almonds, and 
other crushed nuts from friends on the 
block who have made her the neighbor- 
hood pet. 


As for Mrs. Strassberg, she isn't sure 


that solving one problem won't auto- 
matically create others. Apart from the 
nuisance involved with the order, she 
isn't worried about trouble with the feder- 
ates, but she hopes a sympathetic public 
will refrain from asking her 'to care for 
every wouded bird that surfaces in the 
area. 


Chichi, she said emphatically, is the 


only warm-blooded vertebrate she wants 
to flock together with at this particular 
moment.

Famed Jazz Composer 
Dies of Heart Attack 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 


Famed jazz pianist-composer 
Erroll Garner, whose career in 
Europe and the United States 
spanned more than 40 years, 
died Sunday of an apparent 
heart attack complicated b\ 
emphysema. He was 53. 


A spokesman at Cedars-Si- 


nai Medical Center said 
Garner died in an ambulance 
on the way to the hospital. 
Just four days earlier, he had 
been released from the facility 
after two weeks of treatment 
for emphysema 


In New York, Garner's man- 


ager of 27 years, Martha 
Glaser, said, "He was a life- 
long asthmatic ... He was also 
a heavy smnker until recent 
years. The lungs took a terrible 
beating." She said Garner 
wanted to return to New York 
to work but could not because 
of medical reasons. 


He was a prolific composer 


as well as a top recording and 
night club performer Among 
Garner's best known songs was 
"Misty." He wrote the theme 
music for a number of motion 
pictures, including "A New 
Kind of Lcne" in 1963. 


His style was unique. He

On Dec. 28,1 was pleased to attend 


and to participate in the public hear- 
ing on a proposed Kingston City 
budget. 


At that meeting I expressed my 


thoughts about public safety, public 
employe relations and the economy of 
the Kingston area. I believe thess are 
real issues that should be addressed by 
responsible public officials and 
citizens. 


First, I question whether the people 


really want a decrease in police and 
fire service amounting to more than 
seven per cent. Doesn't government 
exist to provide service for the people? 
Do the people have assurances from 
their local professionals (the Chiefs) 
that we will not witness acres of 
burned out shells as a result of uncon- 
trollable young hoodlums? Will we 
experience the same failures as larger 
cities because of a cutback in vital 
services? 


Another important issue is the at- 


titudes and morale of public employes 
who will no longer feel secure in their 
employment. The retrenchment of 
workers through attrition is one mat- 
ter. The discharge of city workers is 
much more serious. How will this 
affect city service? 


Public employes view "security" as 


a work benefit. Won't a new "insecuri- 
ty" raise a new collective bargaining 
issue that may mandate new salary 


increases9 Catch 22? 


Finally, we in Ulster County have 


not addressed the problem of public 
finance because we see it as a problem 
for Washington. We traditionally solve 
fiscal problems by discharging workers 
who the become a burden for Un- 
employment Insurance and eventually 
welfare. Then we complain about wel- 
fare rolls. 


We should understand that an un- 


employed person is an insecure person 
due to uncertainty about his future. 
He then becomes a non-purchaser of 
goods and services. The merchant can- 
not sell his wares and becomes another 
non-purchaser. This event repeats 
itself over and over. Last year several 
positions were retrenched due to in- 
adequate finances. Since then a 
"sour"economy, reduced tax revenues 
and more retrenchments and dis- 
charges. The downward slide of the 
economy must be stopped by the gov- 
ernment. They are the ones with the 
power. 


We would like to see private industry 


settle in Ulster County (and Kingston) 
to assist the economy. Government 
can encourage this growth by provid-

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Let Criminals Pay Damages 


WASHINGTON - Did you hear that 


the wife of one of the men murdered by 
Gary Mark Giimore is considering filing 
suit against the killer for damages? The 
expectation is that the movie or TV rights 
to the man's story may fetch a large sum. 
Obviously no amount of money can com- 
pensate the widow for what Giimore did, 
but making him pony up restitution 
money, however inadequate, makes more 
sense than shooting him in his present 
impecunious state. 


The Giimore case and the action con- 


templated by the widow brings up the 
question of why we are punishing people 
who commit crimes. The way we do it 
doesn't seem to deter either the criminal 
from doing it again or others from emulat- 
ing him. There is an argument to be made 
for putting people in jail to get them of! 
the street as a safety measure for the rest 
of us, but we don't do it. We put them 
in jail, but not long enough. Violent 
criminals taper off in their late 30s or 
early 40s, so that young transgressors of 
this type would have to be put away for 
15 to 20 years. A nation that makes it 
possible to parole a Charlie Manson or a 
Richard Speck is not about to keep 
violent criminals closely confined until 
they reach the age when the urge ap- 
parently subsides. 


Society Better Served 


That's why some people are considering 


the idea of giving up on punishment and 
substituting for it a system by which 
criminals would have to work to com- 
pensate the victims of their crimes. Might 
not society's interest be better served by 
forcing malefactors to make whole the 
damage they've done than by employing 
the present erratic and irrational system 
of punishment? 


Is this bringing back the chain gang? In 


a manner of speaking, yes. Only this time 
convicts would be paid the going market 
rate for their labor less whatever special 
expenses an employer might incur by 
hiring them. Obviously some criminals 
are too dangerous to let out that way. 
They would have to work at economically 
useful tasks inside the prison. When the 
prisoner had paid his debt to his victim, 
and not a poorly defined debt to society, 
he'd be let out or freed from any control 
by the courts. In other words, convicts 
who worked hard and fast and learned 
economically valuable skills would get 
out sooner than those who didn't. 


One of the advantages to this approach 


is that it should cost less. Victims of 
crime and other taxpayers are getting 
irritated at watching bad-hearted varlets 
in jail complain about their food, their 
medical care, the quality of the recrea- 
tion, the failure of the authorities to give 
them color TVs, the inability of their 
social workers to straighten the kinks out 
of the crooked personalities. It has not 
been lost on people that society (whoever 
she is) provides more help of every kind 
to the criminal than to the victim. 


Under a systern of compensatory justice 


a person found guilty of a crime would 
have the amount of the restitution set by 
a judge very much the same way damages 
are awarded in civil suits. But in addition 
to earning the money to pay compensa- 


tion, the criminal would also have to pay 
for whatever it cost to confine or supervise 
him during the period he is working off 
his debt. Prisoners who refused to work 
would be confined under the most min- 
imal standard of living. Bad food and 
strong bars and little else. 


Judicial Revolution Needed 


That can't be without a revolution in 


judicial thin.king about sentencing. Any 
system which would force inmates to work 
or live under terrible conditions but cheap 
ones for the taxpayers would be forbidden 
as cruel and unusual punishment. The 
whole drift of the thinking of people 
involved in penology has been in the other 
direction. The prison reform movement is 
little more than a demand that prisons be 
made more and more comfortable or that 
criminals not be punished at all. 


The argument is that racial injustice 


and economic injustice made criminals 
out of the. convicts. Even the convicts 
have learned to sing that song. It also has 
more than a small measure of truth in it. 
There is every reason to think many, 
perhaps most, criminals owe their bad 
endings to worse beginnings, but you 
can't solve a political problem through 
social work. If the society makes beasts 
out of some of us, then change the society. 
There is no known way we can help a 
Gary Giimore become a better person. 
Assuredly, 
having a 
psychotherapist 


plump his pillows won't do it. 


The need to do something good for 


convicts is so strong that any new method

of handling crime has to take it into 
account. The simple fact that zillions of 
people are still content to see their tax 
money going to rehabilitate criminal ele- 
ments after nearly 200 consecutive years 
of failure is proof of how deep and how 
persistent is the conviction that a way 
exists to remake the people in the prisons. 
So it's beem suggested that under a 
restitution system people who are of a 
mind to may pay off the debt to the 
victim on behalf of the crook. The crook 
would then owe the money to his would- 
be benefactors who could require him to 
work it off by listening to sermons or going 
to sensitivity training. 


The thought of a criminal system which 


doesn't seek to punish may not seem like 
such an outlandish proposal if you re- 
member that the idea of state pun- 
ishment for crimes isn't immemorially 
old. Criminal law as we recognize it is a 
relatively recent development, much 
younger than commercial law and seems 
to have been instituted less to supress 
crime than to make the king's subjects 
cower. Today criminal law does make 
honest citizens quake in front of the 
symbols of governmental authority; alas, 
it has no effect on the crooks.^ 


The alternatives may be to lis'ten to the 


prosecutors, the police and the social 
workers, who all tell us that with a little 
more money they'll clear up the problem. 
If you believe that and it doesn't bother 
you that it's cheaper to send a holdup 
man to Harvard than to the big house, 
you won't be interested in restitution.

Jack Anderson 
Public Paid 
For Hebert 
Eulogy 


WASHINGTON - The life and 


times of Rep. F. Edward Hebert 
(D.-La.) the darling of the Pen- 
tagon, are chronicled in two 
laudatory books. Both were quiet- 
ly compiled, we have now dis- 
covered, by three persons whom 
Hebert put on the public payroll. 


The crotchety Hebert, one of the 


grand old curmudgeons of Con- 
gress, is retiring after a 36-year 
career dedicate4 primarily to 
championing causes dear to the 
hearts of the military-industrial 
complex. 


His memory will be preserved for post- 


erity however, in two literary tomes. The 
first, entitled "Creed of a Congressman: 
F Edward Hebert of Louisiana," was 
published in 1970. The second, with the 
even more epic title of "Last of the 
Titans: The Life and Times of Con- 
gressnan F. Edward Hebert of Louisi- 
ana," was published this year. 


A self-styled historian named Glenn 


Conrad assisted the congressman with 
both works. He was employed by the 
publisher, the Center for Louisiana Stud- 
ies. But he also turned up on Hebert's 
congressional payroll during the prepara- 
tion of the two books. 


He was paid by the taxpayers for five 


months in 1968 and seven months in 1970 
at an annual scale that bounced from 
$2,280 to $6,337 with a $1,000 bonus. 
Again this year, he appeared on the 
public payroll briefly as a "writer" at the 
monthly rate of $1,000. 


The first book, according to Library of 


Congress records, was "edited and eval- 
uated by Virginia R. Burguieres." Her 
name is also listed on Hebert's govem- 
nent payroll. Her salary was boosted from 
$5,380 to more than $19,000 in June, 1969, 
at about the time she began her editing 
and evaluating. 


The congresaman helped to write the 


second tribute to himself; his co-author is 
identified as John McMillan. For more 
than two years, McMillan has been listed 
on the congressional payroll as a "special 
aide" at an annual salary of more than 
522,000. 


On the scale of values upon which 


statesmen are usually judged, Hebert 
might appear to be overrated by his 
biographers. This does not mean, how- 
ever, that he is undeserving of the homage 
he receives fron the Pentagon and from 
the manufacturers of U.S. armaments. 


In many ways, Eddie Hebert has been 


more valuable to the military-munitions 
combine than any four-star general. He 
fought for military appropriations on 
Capitol Hill with a valor above and 
beyond the call of duty. 


Yet he began his career, ironically, as 


a crusading newsman who exposed cor- 
ruption in Louisiana. He came to Con- 
gress as a reformer, battling the special 
interests that he later embraced. 


Once he opposed the political lords 


whom he now symbolizes. But today is his 
last as a member of the House. Tomorrow 
he will give up the massive, curved, two- 
tiered desk, with the two small American 
flags flanking him and the ostentatious 
fountain outside his door. 


The military brass have already bade 


him farewell. It was a $27,158 farewell, 
with a blaring of trumpets and rolling of 
drums, in Hebert's hometown of New 
Orleans. Four military bands, one from 
each of the services, played swan songs for 
the old curmudgeon. The Army also flew 
in its 60-man Chorus and Herald Trun- 
pets, which usually serenades heads of 
state. 


It was the least the Pentagon could do 


for the hero of so many military budget 
battles. 


Footnote: Conrad acknowledged that he 


had helped Hebert write both books. He 
couldn't recall whether he was paid for his 
work on the first book, he said, but he 
worked on the second book "during my 
vacation time." 


Neither Burguieres nor McMillan, both 


still on the public payroll, would talk to 
our reporters.-"Congressman Hebert has 
issued orders," each repeated, "that no 
one on his staff is to talk to Jack Anderson 
or anyone on his staff." 


Hebert gave the same response from 


New Orleans. "I have nothing to say to 
Jack Anderson or any member of his 
staff," he growled. When we pressed him 
for his side of the story, he said: "I don't 
want to hang up." Then he did. 


DUCK SOUP: In the past, we have 


criticized 
the Interior 
Department's 


handsome, hardworking Undersecretary. 
Kent Frizzell for putting special interests 
ahead of the public interest. 


But a few days ago, he outdid himself; 


he made a $100 . million decision in an 
electric power dispute. The decision is 
worth a cool $100 million to Pacific Gas 
and Electric Company, at the expense of 
the consumers. 


The issue wes whether the government 


should collect higher payments from 
PG&E for wholesaling its electricity. The 
customers that purchase the electricity 
from the government, including many 
municipalities and agencies, must make 
up the estimated $100 million difference. 


Earlier this year, Assistant Interior Sec- 


retary Jack Horton ruled that the huge 
West Coast utility should increase its 
payments. But Frizzell huddled privately 
with PG&E's lawyer and lobbyist without 
inviting the consuners to participate. 


Thereafter, he kept the cue up in the 


air until a few days ago. Although he has 
only a few more days before ths Demo- 
crats will take over, he bound the Carter 
administration to a ruling that will save 
PG&E $100 million. Then Frizzell flew off 
for some duck hunting. 


Footnote: We couldn't reach Friziel in 


the Oklahoma rushes for his comment. 
His spokesman admitted that Frinell 
had overruled Horton following the 
private audience with the utility barons. 
The spokesman denied, however, that 
thin wan either illegal or inappropriate.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Two men are charged with starting 


a fire in n Bronx social club on Oct. 24 because of a lovers' 
quarrel. The fire killed 25 persons and injured 24 others. 


The suspects. Antonio Cordero, 40, and Hector Lopez, 17, 


both of the Bronx, were arrested late Saturday night and 
charged Sundav with arson and 25 counts of murder. 


A third suspect was being sought and Bronx District 


Attorney Mario Merola said his arrest ,was "imminent.""If 
convicted, all three could get up to life in prison. 


Mernla said Cordero, Lopez and the third man started 


the fire to axenge an argument Cordero had with his 18- 
yearold girllriend, Diana Sanchez, who with her sister died 
in the fire. 


Two dozen others were injured by jumping out the 


windows to escape the flames in the second-story Puerto 
Rico Club Merola called it "the worst mass murder by 
arson ever to occur in the United States." 


It was also the worst latal building fire in the city since 


27 persons were killed in a blaze at a textile factory in lower 
Manhattan in 1958. 


Cordero, an unemployed salesman, and Lopez both 


pleaded innocent at their arraignment in Bronx Criminal 
Court. No bail was set and Judge William Holland 
adjourned the hearing until Jan. 5 to allow them time to 
get lawyers. 


Merola said the case, based on a two-month investigation 


that involved some 1,000 interviews, would go to a grand 
jury today. 


He said Cordero was angry because Miss Sanchez 


persuaded him, against his will, to drop her off at a dance 
at the club and rounded up Lopez and at least one other 
man to firebomb the club, but he would not say what led 
police to the arrests. 


Police said Lopez had been scheduled to report for active 


duty in the National Guard in Oklahoma Sunday.

William Foley blamed the lan- 
guage barrier for part of the 
problem in the Pilsen neigh- 
borhood. 


Foley said firemen arriving 


at the scene Sunday found the 
victims "so upset that they 
couldn't make any effort to 
communicate," even through 
sign language, costing precious 
minutes for firemen trying to 
find trapped residents.

of the Pilsen Neighbors Com- 
munity Council, charged that 
the police and fire depart- 
ments were "racist" because 
they did not hire 
enough 


Latinos who were "fluent in 
Spanish and English." 


In Sunday's blaze, firemen 


using ladders rescued a 
number of the 45 residents of 
the fourstory building. But 
five persons — four children 
and and one adult — died. 


Investigators said the blaze 


was started by gasoline left 
lying in cans after being used 
by the building's owner to

Credeur and three of his 
daughters ages 4 to 13 were 
found in a bedroom.

Tutorial student 
learning English 


NEW PALTZ-Lack of 


proficiency with the English 
language is one of the most 
frequently heard criticisms of 
today's educational system. 
For some students in the Col- 
lege at New Paltz, 
the 


chances have been reduced 
that they will be the objects 
of such criticism. 
•. 


That would be the case 


with students taking English 
composition courses from 
Alfred Marks, 
Robert 


Thornton, or Stuart Deg- 
ginger, all full professors. 


Thornton is a former de- 


partment chairman and au- 
thor of many books and 
articles on 18th century' Eng- 
lish literature. Marks has 
published widely on Ameri- 
can and Japanese literature 
and was for a number of years 
editor of the periodical "Lit- 
erature East and West." 


They have chosen to re- 


place the scheduled thrice- 
weekly 50 minute class ses- 
sions with individual half 
hour conferences with each 
student. For Marks, for ex- 


ample, this means 20 such 
meetings, on top of the load 
created by the other three 
courses he's teaching this 
semester. 


But both he and Thornton 


think the extra time and ef- 
fort are worth it. Thornton, 
who has his students keep a 
log of their mistakes in spell- 
ing, vocabulary, usage, and 
construction, requires them 
to note in the log when they 
repeat a mistake made 
earlier. 


"The student is then work- 


ing on his own problem 
areas," he pointed out, "not 
on those that a textbook has 
listed." 


The problems with the 


traditional method of grading 
and writing comments on a 
student's paper, then return- 
ing it to him, involve com- 
munications. "How well," 
Marks asks, "has the instruc- 
tor informed the student of 
his writing deficiencies, and 
how well has the student 
comprehended what the in- 
structor has written?" 


Individual instruction at- 


tempts to solve these prob- 
lems by the most direct meth- 
od. The paper is graded in the 
presence of the student and 
its merits or deficiencies are 
explained to him. If a com- 


' ment is written, it is done so 


in the student'a presence exr 
pressing ideas the student has 
.already been made aware of. 


"This is time-consuming," 


Marks admits, "but every ex- 
tra minute is well spent. Eve- 
ry word spoken by the in- 
structor can be applied 
directly to the student's own 
work. When necessary, we 
can take a student's earlier 
papers from the file and com- 
pare them with the work at 
hand." 


There is a not-so-subtle 


pressure on the student to be 
better prepared for "class" 
than under the traditional 
method. The chances of one's 
laxity being discoveed are rel- 
atively slim in a class of 30; 
there is no one else to occupy 
the instructor's time when' 
the session is devoted to one 


student. 
. 


. "Thirty minutes a week of 
intense concentration on his 
work," Marks pointed out, "is 
a good trade-off for the stu- 
dent who might tend to day- 
dream in a class, or • who 
might not comprehend all 
that is being taught. With 
individual 
instruction, we 


can make certain the student 
understands a particular 
point before we move on to 
another. Also, we can give 
specific writing assignments 
to each student which take 
into account the level of profi- 
ciency the student has 
reached. This cannot be done 
when the same assignment is 
given to everyone in a large 
class." 


The tutorial student, 


Thornton noted, writes more 
than double the number of 
compositions per semester 
that 
is required 
of the 


classroom student. Thus, the 
student not only gets more 
instruction, he gets more 
writing experience.

"It was a conscious decision," says Tobias. "Revson never . 


.felt people liked him. He figured they liked his money. It 
was hig filial revenge."

• marriages," he became fascinated with Eartha Kitt whom 
he dated several times. "She got a S28,(XX) watch." claims 
Tobias. 


Revson also dated Italian beauty Cristina Austin who 


later married and is now separated from auto magnate 
Henry Ford. "She didn^t like Revson," says Tobias. "But 
whenever he sent flowers, it was never less than a S150 • 
bouquet. That was routine for Revson." 


Revson always called his third ex-wife, the former Lyn 


Sheresky, a divorcee with three children, "The Bronx 
Nefertiti." He had a complicated marriage contract drawn 
up when he married her in 1964. 


"It was very detailed and very formalized," says Tobias. 


"Revson was a suspectful man." Apparently his suspicions 
weren't unfounded. Lyn is said to have kept on ''seeing" 
two former male friends a month after her marriage to .

ishment." He and Lyn lived apart for a year but, "to keep

STANFORD, Calif. (UPI) - There 


wasn't a man overlooked in the Shrine 
East-West game workouts last week, at 
least not by the horde of pro scouts who 
watched each day from the sidelines 


By the time the two teams met Sunday, 


there was a pro "book" on each player. 


Mike Michel, Stanford's fine kicker, 


was low rated by nearly every scout, for 
instance. The "book" on him was that he 
wasn't consistent and lacked effective- 
ness beyond the 40-yard line. 


"I heard all that stuff," Michel said, 


"and it really bothered me because I 
think I can play in the pros." 


Michel made a fine case for his opinion 


in the game, won by the West 30-14 in the 
rain, by booting a record three field goals 
for the winners, and one of them was a 
49-yarder. 


"Maybe I convinced a few people now 


that I can kick the ball," Michel said 
after the game. "It never occurred to me 
I set any records, but that's nice to know. 
I have to thank Jay Locey (Oregon State). 
He did a fine job of holding for me. We 
worked so well together that someone 
might have thought we played on the 
same team all vear long." 


Michel booted a 30-yard field goal in 


the first quarter and a 34-yarder early in 
the final period. Then came his 49-yard 
effort with 1.39 left, and that set a Shrine 
record for distance. 


"I'm really proud of every man who 


played on our team," West Coach Grant 
Teaff of Baylor said, "especially Mike 
Michel His punting and kicking under 
pressure conditions was really something 
I guess he finally showed the scouts he is 
consistent." 


Rain-fell throughout the game and held 


the crowd to 45,000 although 65,000 
tickets were sold and assured the Shnne 
of a nice profit, all of which goes to thf 
crippled children's hospitals 


When the game ended, Teaff and 


Michel were among a group of about 12 
who huddled near one of the goals for a 


moment of prayer. All are members of the 
Christian Fellowship of Athletes. 


Rick Kane of San Jose State ran one 


and two yards for two West touchdowns 
while Gary Green, who played his col- 
legiate ball under Teaff at Baylor, ran 81 
yards with a punt for a third TD. Green 
had another punt return of 54 yards, and 
it helped set up Michel's second FG. The 
two runbacks earned Green defensive 
honors while Rob Carpenter of Miami of 
Ohio, who rushed for an even 100 yards 
and scored a touchdown in a losing effort 
for the East, was named the game's top 
offensive player. 


"I think Carpenter deserved the hon- 


or," Michel said. "It was difficult to run 
in the rain, and he made a lot of key 
yardage for his team," 


A fumble recovery by Robin Cole of 


New Mexico, and the first of two in- 
terceptions fay Locey helped set up the 
West's first 10 points, and the East never 
caught up. The West was on top 24-14 at 
the half and was still m front by 10 when 
the game turned late in the third quarter. 


The East had rolled to the West one- 


foot line, but on fourth down Andy 
Frederick of New Mexico spilled Terry 
Rohiskie of LSU short of the goal line. 
Given that boost, the West went on to 
maintain its lead until Michel put the 
game out of reach with his second and 
third field goals. 


"Our defense kids did a tremendous job 


shutting them off in the second half," 
Teaff said. "I can't say enough about 
them. That and Michel's kicking and 
punting decided the game." 


Joe Yukica of Boston College, who led 


the East, said he was proud of his team 
but the West deserved to win. 


"They out-defensed us in the second 


half," the coach said, "and that was the 
game. When we didn't score from a foot 
out we lost our chance to win. Like Coach 
Teaff I was happy for Michel. He's a nice 
kid, and he snowed me he can kick the 
ball I hope all the right people noticed, 
too "

Coach Emory Bellard says his Sun Bowl 
champion team should be competitive 
with anyone in the country next season.

running backs George Woodard, Curtis 
Dickey and David Brothers. 


That foursome, along with the awesome 


Aggie defense, led A&M to its first bowl 
victory since 1967 and handed the Gators 
their fourth straight post season loss. 


Franklin, a barefooted, soccer-style 


kicker, contributed three field goals, in- 
cluding a national bowl record 62-yarder, 
to the Aggie victory Sunday. And Frank- 
lin, who hol(> ths NCAA record with a 65- 
yard field eai!;°r this season against 


Baylor, said he thinks he will be even 
better next year. 


"I have this dream about holding all the 


NCAA records," Franklin said. "I know 
a 70-yarder is possible. I've done it in 
practice." 


Woodard, 
a 
punishing 250-pound 


sophomore fullback, ran for 126 yards and 
scored three touchdowns in the defeat of 
Florida. Dickey and 
Brothers, 
both 


freshmen, added 87 yards rushing as the 
Aggies finished with 278 on the ground 
and 526 total yards. 


Florida's offense, crippled by an injury 


to quarterback Jimmy Fisher on the first 
play of the game, crossed midfield only 
once in the first half. Its two touchdowns 
came after A&M had built up a 24-0 lead. 


Gators' Coach Doug Dickey said he 


wasn't surprised by the Aggies' strength. 


"They did exactly what they had done 


all year," he said. "They just did it very 
well." 


Dickey, whose club averaged 28 points 


per game in an 8-3 season, said the loss 
of Fisher, who sat out most of the first half 
with a dislocated finger on his throwing 
hand, killed his team's chances of an 
upset. 


"If the breaks had been even, we felt we 


might be able to outscore them," Dickey 
said. 


The Aggies, however, made all the 


breaks, recovering four fumbles and a 
pass interception. A&M converted three 
of them into 16 points. 


Baseball's Exemption Threatened 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Thirteen 


members of a special House Committee 
on Professional Sports were lined up 
almost solidly today to vote that majoi 
league baseball be stripped of its 
blanket exemption from the nation's 
antitrust laws. 


The committee, headed by Rep. B.F. 


• Sisk, D-Calif., convened to approve a 


final report containing a series of recom- 
mendations based on intensive hearings 
involving pro baseball, football, basket- 
ball and hockey. Foremost among them 
was a declaration that the antitrust 
immunity enjoyed by baseball since a 
Supreme Court decision 54 years ago is 
unjustified. 


Prior to the voting, only one of the 13 


committee members, Rep. Ronald M.1 


Mottl, D-Ohio, was openly opposed to 
ending the unique exemption. Mottl, 
unable to attend today's session, wrote 
Sisk that he is against changing the 
legal status quo on grounds that the 
average baseball fan pays less to attend 
games than for the other three non- 
exempt team sports. 


He said the average ticket price for a 


baseball ticket in 1976 was $3.45, com- 
pared to $8.89 for pro football, $7.71 for 
hockey and $6.12 for basketball. 


The special committee has no legisla- 


tive authority, but a near-unanimous 
vote always carries weight with a new 
Congress, particularly since Sisk is a 
member of the influential House Rules 
Committee. In addition, the members 
agreed to propose a continuing sports 
committee to ride hard on its recom- 
mendations and conduct further in- 
vestigations. 


It was understood the new House 


leadership is in favor of keeping a sports 
investigating committee alive at least 
for another two years 


Baseball still has some breathing 


room on its antitrust status. The Sisk 
committee suggested the new panel look 
into the overall antitrust aspects of all 
pro sports during the coming session. 
Any actual legislation would have to 
come out of the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee following hearings, then be ap- 
proved by the House itself and go to the 
Senate for further committee hearings 
and floor consideration. 


Nevertheless, the decision of the spe- 


cial panel marked the first time since 
the Supreme Court ruling of 1922 that 
baseball was more of a sport than a 
business that a congressional commit- 
tee has voted specifically to end the 
exemption. The high court has twice 
upheld the finding by Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, but strongly sug- 
gested that Congress could take action 
to end the immunity if it wished. 


During the hearings, a majority of the 


committee members, including Sisk, 
indicated they favored ending 
baseball's exemption used until this 
year to preserve the reserve clause sys- 
tem binding a player to a club unless he 
was traded or sold. 


The immunity also helped the sport 


to maintain territorial rights of the 
existing teams, to block new franchises 
and to set up lucrative network con- 
tracts for the World Series, the AllStar 
game and regular season game-of-the- 
week television broadcasts. 


Other recommendations in the final 


report: 


—The successor committee should 


consider some modifications of existing 
antitrust laws as applied to professional 
sports in general. "It was not possible 
to compile sufficient information to 


determine what need, if any, pro- 
fessional sports have for special anti- 
trust modifications or treatment," the 
report said. 


—The successor committee should 


monitor the impact of court rulings and 
labor agreements with player associa- 
tions in all four major sports as they 
affect free agents, draftees and the 
option rules. 


— Antiblackout legislation, which ex- 


pired in the current session because of 
an intensive lobbying effort by the 
National Football League, be quickly 
enacted in the new Congress. 


—The National 
Labor Relations 


Board adopt procedures to speed con- 
sideration of unfair labor practice cases 
brought by professional athletes in view 
of the shortness of their playing careers. 


—The U.S. Immigration and Natural- 


ization Service should unsnarl red tape 
which has made it difficult for Canadi- 
an hockey players and Latin American 
baseball players to remain in the United 
States once the season is ended. 


-Growing agent-player relationship 


be studied to see if safeguards against 
any abuses may be needed either on a 
voluntary or legal basis. 


-Problems of player and spectator 


violence, particularly in pro hockey, be 
studied with possible legislation sug- 
gested for a later date. 


—The federal Occupational Safety 


and Health Administration should do 
more to provide information on hazard- 
ous conditions in sports and the Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commission be- 
gin to collect data on injuries related to 
pro football's use of artificial turf. 


Turner Suspended for Tampering 


ATLANTA (UPI) — Flamboyant At- 


lanta Braves owner Ted Turner, sus- 
pended for "tampering" with another 
losing club's slugger, feels his ouster 
may have dashed his hopes of being 
baseball's "executive of the year." 


But, Turner said, his hopes of a 


championship for the Braves are still 
alive. 


"This is going to make it hard for me 


to be executive of the year, if we win the 
World Series next year," he said. 


Turner, the advertising millionaire 


who took over the lackluster National 
League franchise last year and pledged 
to it a winner, thought it over a bit in 
an interview Sunday night and added, 
"1 had my heart set on being executive 
of the year." 


He was suspended, and the Braves 


lost a first-round draft turn, when 
baseball Commissioner Bowie Kuhn ac- 
cused him of violating regulations of the 
free agent re-entry draft last November 
in recruiting outfielder Gary Matthews, 
then of the San Francisco Giants. 


The "tampering" allegation ap- 


parently resulted from a cocktail party 
Turner held to introduce Matthews to 
240 prominent Atlantans and a remark 
he made to Bob Lurie, the Giants 
president, at the World Series. A team 
spokesman denied that Turner dis- 
cussed money with Matthews prior to 
the free agent draft. 


Turner was also accused of telling 


Lurie, "I don't care how much you pay 
Matthews, I'll pay him more." 


He said he will continue contacting

"When he took himself out, I knew 


something was definitely wrong because 
he usually wants to play every minute," 
said Loughery, who felt his team lacked 
intensity after Archibald's injury. "I 
don't like the atmosphere it's created 
around here. 


"I've never had a team of mine come 


through with as little effort as this. We 
haven't been playing that well the last 
couple of weeks but I don't like to be 
embarrassed on national television. 


"We're not playing as a team, not 


hustling as a team. We'll just hope we'll 
get back to playing like a team. I don't 
think you can give away layup after layup 
if you're playing as a team. I don't think 
we played with enough desire." 


Loughery and general manager Bill 


Melchionni both said a transaction for 
another guard is imminent. Both ruled 
out the possibility of activating himself 
Melchionni played as recently as last 
season and had a fine year as the Nets 
won the ABA title. 


"We're not going to win unless we get 


the maximum out of our players," said 
Loughery, "but it's the coach's fault for 
not getting the maximum out of his 
players—not that we can win by getting 
the maximum out of the players we 
have." 


The Nets, who have lost four in a row 


and fallen deep into last place in the 
Atlantic Division with a 12-21 record, will 
sorely miss Archibald's direction.

"I know Julius Erving is the best player 


I've ever seen outside of Bill Russell, so 
when we scouted around the league and 
opposing coaches told us he was just 
another ballplayer, I just couldn't believe 
it," said Loughery. "Then to see him play 
in the first half really shocked me. 


"Maybe it's because he didn't get the 


ball as much as he did here. I don't think 
he's happy playing basketball. He may be 
happy in life but not on the court. I don't 
think he likes the role he's playing. 


"Julius is simply the most exciting 


player I've ever seen and he's a winner. 
I don't think he should be put in that 
position for basketball's sake. It's a 
shame for the people to miss the greatest 
show in basketball." 


People may be missing the greatest one-

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Chinese Army Takes Control of Key Railroad Junction Operations

HONG KONG(UPI) - The Chinese army has taken over 


railway operationi in one of the country's key rail junctions, 
according to a provincial radio report monitored here. 


Kuo Wei-cheng, a deputy commander of the army's 


railway corpc for more than 20 yean, has been put in charge 
of. the Chengchow Railway Bureau, the Honan Radio 
broadcast said Sunday 


Two other new leaders, including a high-ranking officer 


of the army engineering corps, also were appointed to the 
bureau and Peking authorities sent troops to help "in 
accordance with requirements," the broadcast said. 


The report on the railway situation came at almost the 


same time as a statement by one of China's top leaders that 
an "excellent" situation of "united struggle" prevailed 
throughout the country. 


Vice Premier Li Hsien-nien, speaking at a banquet in 


Peking's Great Hall of the People Sunday night, also said 
those who had hoped for violent disturbances following the 
death of Mao Tse-tung have been disappointed. 


The provincial broadcast gave no details of the troubles 


in the Chengchow Railway Bureau nor was it tpecific about 
how long they have been going on. 


It said the central authorities "had sent some help" some 


time ago "in accordance with requirements." 


The new leaders were introduced at a mass rally held in 


Chengchow Dec. 30, the broadcast said. 


A provincial party leader, speaking at the rally, said the 


situation was developing "but the speed of advance does 
not keep pace with the rapid development of the situation." 


This, he said, was why Communist party Chairman Hua 


' Kuo-feng and other party leaden "decided to strengthen 


the leadership of the Chengchow Railway Bureau" and send 
in troops of the army's railway corps. 


The broadcast said it was necessary to "expose and 


criticize the crimes of the 'Gang of Four'" and eliminate 
their poisonous influence in the bureau. 


Chengchow, capital of the central China province, is the 


rail junction for the main northsouth line between Peking 
and Wuhan and Canton and the east-west line between 


Shanghai and Soochow and Lanchow and other support 
areas for China's nuclear and missile testing facilities in the 
northwest. 


Chengchow has been one of several important rail centers 


plagued by strikes, slowdowns and other disturbances for 
the past few years. 


Other Chinese radio broadcasts Sunday reported on 


disturbances caused by the "Gang of Four" — Mao'» 
widow, Chiang Ching, and her three associates, Chang 
Chunchiao, Wang Hung-wen and Yao Wen-yuan. 


Most of the reports gave no time element. But the 


wording clearly indicated that most of the incidents had 
occurred months — even years — ago. 


A provincial radio broadcast from Anhwei said the four 


had instigated the use of "force" to "sabotage" relations 
between soldiers and civilians in some areas. 


Another report over Kwangsi Radio said the four had 


disrupted coal production by encouraging their "sworn 
followers" in the southern province to engage in "smashing, 


looting and beating."

Shanghai Radio told of problems caused n «iM> 


operations by the gang's "vicious storm 
of factional 


flgr$2te these report., and scores of others being broad- 
casToTpublished daily, Li said, "an excellent 'evolutionary 
s"ne of united struggle now P'«vail. throughout China 
from east to west, from north to south and from town to 
countryside." 


Calling 1976 "a most extraordinary year," which saw the 


death of the three ranking leaders and the purge of the 
"Gang of Four", Li said 1977 was "a most promising year. 


"Reactionary forces at home and abroad had pinned their 


hopes on the occurrence of violent disturbance in Chine 
after Chairman Mao's death' and even dreamed of the 
emergence of a certain force that would alter the revolu- 
tionary line and orientation that Chairman Mao had 
defined for us," Li said. "Now,^ facts have completely 
exploded their hopes and dream."

Deep South triggered a flurry 
of traffic accidents Sunday as 
the 
New Year's weekend 


death toll climbed past 300. 
Weekend fires claimed more 
than 80 lives. 


Sleet and snow slicked 


highways jammed with 
homeward-bound holiday 
travelers Sunday but, despite 
the inclement weather, it ap- 
peared the traffic death count 
would fall short of the Na- 
tional Safety Council's pre- 
holiday estimate. 


The Council estimated be- 


tween 350 and 450 persons 
would die in traffic accidents 
during the holiday period, 
which began at 6 p.m local 
time Thursday and ended at 
midnight Sunday. 


A United Press Interna- 


tional count showed that 303 
persons had died in traffic 
accidents during the holiday 
period. Another 81 were killed 
in fires.

California reported 41 traf- 


fic deaths, Texas 20, Pennsyl- 
vania 17 and Kentucky 16. 


One of the worst auto acci- 


dents claimed the lives of four 
children but did not count on 
the traffic toll. A station wag- 
on, with the four children 
inside slid backward into 20 
feet of water at a boatdock 
near the southeastern Texas 
town of Goodrich. Police said 
the driver, Rubin Munoz, had 
finished loading his boat onto 
a'trailer on the rear of the 
vehicle and he jumped away 
from the car when it began to 
roll down the incline. 


Some of the worst fires were 


in Chicago. 


A blaze on Chicago's 


Southwest Side Sunday left 
five persons dead — four of 
them children Police said the 
fire was ignited by gasoline 
used to wash walls in the 
building. The fire occured 
just one block from a building 
where 12 persons died in a 
Christmas Eve holocaust. A 
fire Saturday claimed nine 
lives on Chicago's Northwest 
Side. In all, four fires have hit 
Chicago since Christmas Eve, 
claiming a total of 27 lives. 


NYS Traffic Deaths 
Below Last Year's

Although New Yorkers had 


to contend with periods of 
snow and a new traffic law, 
deaths on the state's high- 
ways ran well below the level 
for last year's New Year's 
holiday. 


A UPI survey showed that 


at least 18 persons died in 
traffic accidents or fires in the 
state by the time the holiday 
ended at midnight Sunday. 


The survey showed that 10 


persons were killed on New 
York State roads during the 
78hour period, which began 
at 6 p.m. Thursday. 


Last year, 25 persons were 


killed in New York highway 
mishaps during a 102-hour 
holiday. 


The count also showed that 


eight persons were killed in 
fires, including a grand- 


mother and three children 
who died in New York City 
and two brothers who per- 
ished in the Rochester suburb 
of Pittsford. 


In addition to the weather, 


motorists had to contend with 
a new law allowing right turns 
on most red traffic lights 
Motorists must come to a full 
stop and yield to crossing 
traffic and give pedestrians 
the right-ofway before turn- 


ing. 


The law, which went into 


effect Saturday, applies to all 
areas of the state except New 
York City and intersections 
where a sign prohibiting such 
turns is posted. 


State Transportation Com- 


missioner Raymond Schuler 
asked drivers to be cautious 
in using the new procedure. 


But Barcelo Doesn't Set Date Or Mention Ford Proposal 
New Puerto Rican Chief Pushes Statehood Vote

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico 


(DPI) — Puerto Rico's new 
governor says the island's resi- 
dents should decide in a 
plebiscite whether they want 
to become America's 51st 
state. 


But Carlos Romero Barcelo, 


who was inaugurated for a 
four-year term Sunday, did 
not indicate when such a vote 
should take place. 


In his inaugural address, the 


44-year-old former mayor of 
San Juan did not even men- 
tion the statehood controversy 
touched 
off 
by 
President 


Ford's surprise announcement 
New Year's Eve that he wili 
ask Congress to pass a law 
making Puerto Rico the 51st 
state 


Ford's proposal was con- 


sidered a potential embarrass- 
ment for Romero Barcelo, 
since he had always main- 


tained that Puerto ,Ricans 
themselves should take the in- 
itiative for statehood and not 
have it imposed from Wash- 
ington. 


In remarks to UP1 following 


his inauguration, Romero Bar- 
celo refused to comment on 
Ford's action, saying only that 
it "shows it is not true what 
the independence people have 
been saying — that the United 
States would not admit Puerto 
Rico as a state even if Puerto 
Rico asked for it." 


Pressed for his own plans to 


bring about statehood, 
Romero Barcelo replied, "This 
must be taken to a plebiscite." 
But he refused to say when 


His inaugural address dealt 


chiefly with poverty and eco- 
nomic problems, which he 
called "our most profound pre- 
occupation." 


At the swearing-in ceremo- 


nies, Jimmy Carter's personal 
representative, Miami Mayor 
Maurice Ferre, read a message 
in which the president-elect 
said, "I fully support your 
right to self-determination, 
whatever your choice may be." 


Carter also urged Puerto 


Ricans to "continue to enjoy 
your own cultural identity and 
history." 


Romero Barcelo won election 


on Nov 2 with about 48 per 
cent of the vote, defeating the 
incumbent, Rafael Hernandez 
Colon. Two independence can- 
didates polled only a fraction 
of the votes. 


Puerto Rico's constitution 


requires, a plebiscite among 
the island's 3 million residents 
to change the commonwealth 
status. The last referendum on 
the issue, in 1967, produced an 
overwhelming 
vote 
against 


statehood. 


Carter Air Care Despaired 


PLAINS, Ga.(UPI) — The 


runway is a strip of grass, 
lighted at night by smudge 
pots or the headlights of a 
truck driven by the pilot's 
wife. She's also the only air 
traffic "controller." 


To the despair of the Secret 


Service, it. is the 
airport 


President-elect Jimmy Carter 
insists on using for short 
flights. 


It is run by Carter's friend, 


Tom Peterson. He also is the 
pilot of the little two-engine 
plane in which Carter often 
sits in the co-pilot seat 


No matter how bad the 


weather or how low the vis- 
ibility, he opts to fly with 
Peterson. 


With Peterson piloting, 


Carter's small plane recently 
landed on a water soaked field 
where the visibility had closed 
in to 100 feet. 


There is a windsock on the 


field. A thermometer, given by 
Carter's brother Billy, is bro- 


ken. 


Secret Service agents have 


tried unsuccessfully to get 
Carter to switch 
from 


Peterson's planes to military 
craft and, on occasion, to get 
Peterson to use a more sophis- 
ticated field than his own. 


"Someone came from Wash- 


ington and was hysterical 
when they saw the setup," 
Peterson said with a smile. 
"They wanted all (other) air 
traffic halted 30 miles before 
and 30 miles after he lands. 


"They just don't understand 


how things work in South 
Georgia." 


Many of the planes kept at 


the field are crop dusters. 


In times of bad weather, 


reporters on the ground have 
heard Mrs. Peterson radio to a 
plane in the air: "Don't get too 
low, don't get too low." 


When a Peterson plane, car- 


rying Carter, hit a quail a few 


weeks ago, the Secret Service 
wanted the airport to build a 
fence around the field. 


Peterson said that when he 


asked why he should have a 
fence, he was told: "To keep 
the wild animals out." 


After Carter assumes the 


presidency he will fly to Geor- 
gia in Air Force One and is 
expected to land at Warner 
Robbms Air Force Base near 
Macon From there he will 
travel by military helicopter to 
Plains, perhaps landing at 
Peterson's field or on a pad 
closer to his home. 


But Long-term Rapport Uncertain 


95th Congress to Convene, 


Hoping for Carter Harmony 


WASHINGTON(UPI) - 


The 95th Congress, which con- 
venes Tuesday, anticipates at 
least a period of peaceful coex- 
istence with President-elect 
Jimmy Carter after eight years 
of war by veto with the Nixon- 
Ford Republican adminis- 
trations. 


But the long-term outlook 


will be shaped largely by the 
state of the economy and 
Carter's commitment to bal- 
ance the budget by the end of 
his first term, which will have 
a major effect on programs 
many of the Democrats — 
including Carter — would like 
to see enacted. 


At 2 p.m. EST Tuesday, the 


lawmakers convene with tradi- 
tional pomp as all 435 House 
members and 33 new and reel- 
ected senators take their oaths 
of office — the galleries of the 
two chambers jammed with 
visitors. 


Democrats will choose Sen. 


Robert Byrd of West Virginia 
or Sen. Hubert Humphrey of 
Minnesota as their new leader 
to succeed Sen. Mike Mans- 
field of Montana, who retired. 


At the same time, Re- 


publicans will pick a successor 
to Sen. Hugh Scott of Pennsyl- 
vania, iilso retiring, as GOP 
leader. Sen. Robert Griffin of 
Michigan is a prohibitive fa- 
vorite although he may be 
challenged by Sen. Howard 


Baker of Tennessee. 


The House picked its new 


leaders in December — Jim 
Wright of Texas for the Demo- 
crats and John Rhodes of Ari- 
zona for the Republicans. 


Rep. 
Thomas P. O'Neill, 


hand-picked by the Demo- 
crats, will be elected speaker 
on a party-line vote shortly 
after the House meets, com- 
pleting the massive shakeup in 
the congressional leadership. 


Congress is expected to do 


little before Carter is in- 
augurated Jan. 20, but could 
break with tradition this year 
to begin work before then on a 
package to stimulate the econ- 
omy. 


Carter plans to meet with 


congressional leaders soon to 
outline his plans for the econo- 
my, and although he cannot 
formally 
submit legislation 


until he becomes president, 
there is nothing to prevent 
Congress from beginning hear- 
ings. 


Two long-sought goals — na- 


tional health insurance and 
major welfare reform — stand 
little chance because of the 
lack of funds. 


But some other programs, 


bitterly fought by Re- 
publicans, stand a a good 
chance with Carter in the 
White House. 


They include federal stan- 


dards on strip mining of coal, 
creation of a Consumer Protec- 
tion Agency, and tough new 
restrictions on lobbying, finan- 
cial disclosure and reforms 
stemming from Watergate. 


Housing programs, help for 


urban areas, a possible in- 
crease in minimum wages, 
picketing of contractors 
at 


construction sites, postcard 
voter registration, and possi- 
bly an increase in price sup- 
ports for some crops could 
pass. 


Carter and Congress must 


act rapidly in two areas — 
Carter has a Feb. 1 deadline on 
deciding whether to go into 
production on the con- 
troversial B-l bomber, and 
Congress is expected to act 
quickly on revisions in the 
Clean Air Act which died in 
controversy at the end of the 
94th Congress. 


Inevitably, the 95th Con- 


gress will have its share of 
investigations. 


Already under way or slated 


are investigations into the as- 
sassinations of John F. Ken- 
nedy and Martin Luther King 
and into the payoffs to con- 
gressmen by South Korea. 


And — stung by last year's 


sex and money scandals — the 
House may write a tough code 
of ethics for its members and 
begin cracking down on errant 
legislators.

Resort Pact Near 


MIAMI(UPI) — Union ne- 


gotiators for striking hotel em- 
ployes say individual agree- 
ments could be signed today 
with some of the eight hotels 
hit by holiday walkouts, but 
settlement with 35 others 
hinge on guaranteed tips for 
maids. 


Five hotels on Miami Beach 


and three on the mainland are 
still being picketed as south 
Florida's peak winter tourist 
season draws near. 


Among those negotiating 


private contracts have been 
The Everglades in downtown 
Miami and The Montmarte on 
the beach, both owned by the 
Teamsters Union, and the 
Americana in Bal Harbour, 
the site of the annual winter 
conference of the AFL-CIO. 


But while making some indi- 


vidual agreements with hotels, 
union negotiators said they 
may spread their strike to as 
many as 35 others if the im- 
passe continues. 


"I would say that to call the 


present status a hardening of 
positions is a fair assessment," 
said Edwin Dean, executive 
director of the South Florida 
Hotel and Motel Association. 


The union held secret meet- 


ings Sunday with some hotels 
and a union spokesman said 
he hoped for more individual 
agreements with hotels today. 
So far 13 hotels have signed 
private — and undisclosed — 


agreements with the union. 


Dean said the issues of a pay 


increase and more benefits 
had been settled, leaving only 
the demand for a guaranteed 
tip for maids from tour groups 
and conventions. 


The union has lowered its 


initial $1.25 demand to 60 
cents a day, but Dean said 
giving in to any such charge 
could lead to a general service 
charge and dramatically in- 
crease room rates — already 
nearly $100 a day — and drive 
guests away.
